Emergency Room 
Numbers Are Up

Kentucky Health News 

Doctors in emergency rooms say they 
are busier since Obamacare began; hos¬ 
pitals struggle to handle extra patients. 

Nearly half of emergency-room doc¬ 
tors say their ERs have seen an increase 
in patients since health reform went 
into effect, and 86 percent say they 
expect the increase to continue, accord¬ 
ing to a poll by the American College 
of Emergency Physicians. Of the 1,845 
completed surveys, 9 percent said ER 
visits had increased greatly and 37 per¬ 
cent said they had increased slightly. 
When asked what they think will hap¬ 
pen over the next three years, 41 percent 
said visits will increase greatly and 45 
percent said they will increase slightly. 

“Dr. Jay Kaplan, a member of ACEP’s 
board of directors, said he wasn’t sur¬ 
prised by the findings given the large 
influx of Medicaid enrollees and the 
difficulty in locating primary-care doc¬ 
tors who will see those patients,” Paul 
Demko reports for Modern Health¬ 
care. Kaplan told him, “When people

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State Highway Fatalities 
Are Down From 2013 


From Kentucky Press 
News Service 

Two hundred thirty- 
one people have died this 
year on Kentucky high¬ 
ways through June 2, 
according to the Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet’s 
Office of Highway Safety 
That compares to 246 
fatalities through this 
same time a year ago. 

Alcohol is known to 
have been an issue in 

19 percent of the fatal 
wrecks this year. 

Nearly 19 percent of 
the highway fatalities 
have been among those 

20 to 24 years of age. 
Those who were 35 to 44 
years old made up the 
second largest group at 
17 percent, the Office of 


Highway Safety said. The 
third largest group was 
comprised of persons 45 
to 54. 

The area covered by 
the Elizabethtown state 
police post has record¬ 
ed 51 highway fatalities 
so far this year That’s 
the most among the 16 
KSP posts. The Bowling 
Green and Frankfort 
KSP posts tied for sec¬ 
ond with 18 each. The 
Richmond post was next 
with 17 fatalities. Dry 
Ridge was next with 16. 
Mayfield and London 
had 14 each.

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Snake-Handling Preacher 
Receives Rattlesnake Bite

Snake-handling 
preacher Cody Coots got 
scared when the 6-foot 
long rattler bit his right 
hand early May 26. 

Just three months ago, 
his father, Jamie Coots, 
died within minutes of 
being bitten by a rattle¬ 
snake during a service at 
his Middlesboro church. 

At first, ‘All I could 
think about — am I going 
to make it?” Coots said. 

But he remembered 
his father’s instruc¬ 
tion not to panic after a 
bite because that would 
make it worse, and tried 
to keep calm. The pain¬ 
ful bite caused swelling, 
and he vomited repeat¬ 
edly. Friends and family 
prayed for his healing for 
hours after Coots refused 
to go to the hospital. 

By the next afternoon, 
Coots said the pain was 
gone, and he had been able 
to eat. He was still a little 
wobbly at times when he 
tried to walk, Coots said, 
but he expects to return to 
work in a few days. 


Coots is a fourth-gen¬ 
eration snake-handler. 
He became pastor of the 
Full Gospel Tabernacle 
in Jesus Name after his 
father died Feb. 15. 

Cody Coots keeps his 
snakes in a small build¬ 
ing at his late father’s 
house near downtown 
Middlesboro. His mother, 
Linda, lives at the house. 

Coots said he went to 
the building about 8 a.m. 
May 26 to check on the 
snakes. 

He had used a pole 
with a hook on the end 
to take two snakes from 
a cage and put them 
into a carrying case and 
was reaching to get a 
third when another rat¬ 
tler, about six feet long, 
lunged and bit him on 
the index finger of his 
right hand, Coots said. 

Coots went inside his 
mother’s house, and the 
call went out for fellow 
believers to come and 
pray for him. 

Coots had been bitten 
five times before, each 
time by cottonmouth 
snakes. This bite was his 
first by a rattler.

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Cabinet Forced To Regroup 
State Office Of Mine Safety 


A 30 percent budget 
cut directed by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly is forcing 
the state Office of Mine 
Safety and Licensing to 
reorganize in prepara¬ 
tion for balancing the 
agency’s budget for the 
fiscal year that begins 
July 1. 

Legislators reduced 
the OMSL budget by 
$4.3 million each year 
of the two-year budget 
enacted during the 2014 
General Assembly Law¬ 
makers also reduced 
the number of manda¬ 
tory annual mine safety 
inspections from six to 
four. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
said the restructuring, 
which will be imple¬ 
mented by an executive 
order effective June 1, 
was forced upon the cab¬ 
inet when his proposal 
to fully fund mine safety 
and inspection func¬ 


tions was significantly 
reduced by the General 
Assembly in the two- 
year state budget. He 
predicted the budget cut 
would have both tan¬ 
gible and symbolic im¬ 
pact. 

Despite the declines 
in coal mining, employ¬ 
ment and coal sales, 
there continue to be 
many mine sites that 
need inspecting, moni¬ 
toring and oversight, 
Beshear said. 

“For years Kentucky 
made mine safety a high 
priority and dedicated re¬ 
sources to assure a high¬ 
er safety standard than 
the federal government 
requires,” Beshear said. 
“I am disappointed that 
the General Assembly de¬ 
cided to retreat from that 
standard and only meet 
the minimum require¬ 
ments.” 

Although he said he 


disagreed with the deci¬ 
sion to reduce funding, 
the governor said he 
would work with the cab¬ 
inet to assure the highest 
level of safety possible 
with the funding avail¬ 
able. 

Under the reorganiza¬ 
tion, OMSL will become 
the Division of Mine 
Safety in the Depart¬ 
ment for Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

“The stark reality is, 
we are left with a bare 
bones budget and the 
only recourse is to reor¬ 
ganize,” Len Peters, en¬ 
ergy and environment 
secretary, said. “My con¬ 
cern going forward is 
for the safety of all Ken¬ 
tucky miners. The divi¬ 
sion will be challenged 
to make the inspections 
necessary to keep our 
miners safe. That con¬ 
tinues to be our top pri¬ 
ority.”

Kentucky Schools To Implement 
New Science Standards This Fall

Kentucky Education 
Commissioner Terry 
Holliday announced at 
the state school board 
meeting that the new 
Next-Generation Science 
Standards will be imple¬ 
mented in the fall. 

“The goal is to begin 
teaching the new stan¬ 
dards immediately; how¬ 
ever, development of a 
new test for elementary 
and middle school will 
not take place until after 
the 2014-15 school year,” 
a report said. 

The standards estab¬ 
lish the science concepts 
and skills Kentucky stu¬ 
dents would be expected 
to know in grades K-12. 
They were drafted coop¬ 
eratively by Kentucky 
and 25 other states. 

Science teachers 
across Kentucky will 
spend the year design¬ 
ing curriculum, devel¬ 
oping new units and 
teaching the standards 
to students, according 
to the report. There is 
at least a one-year delay 
between the standards 
and the test because the 
only test available in 
2014-15 measures out-of- 
date standards, the com¬ 
missioner said. He said 
to continue using the 
out-of-date test would 
not meet state and fed¬ 
eral guidelines that call 
for a test to measure the 
current standards. 

Once the new test is 
built to match the new 
science standards, test¬ 
ing will resume, Holliday 
said. 

David Helm, Fayette 
County Public Schools’ 
science learning innova¬ 
tion specialist, said that 
Fayette County had been 
reviewing the standards 


for the past year and 
would be ready to begin 
implementing them in 
August. Teacher training 
will occur this summer 
and throughout the year, 
he said. 

“It’s a huge shift for 
us,” said Helm. 

By implementing 
this decision, Holliday 
said two important out¬ 
comes occur: Teachers 
receive a clear message 
to teach the new science 
standards immediately; 
and Kentucky saves a 
substantial amount of 
money — by not admin¬ 
istering the science tests 
— that can be instead 
spent to support the 
development of the new 
science test. State educa¬ 
tion staff is working on 
the new science test, he 
said. 

The science standards 
have been controversial 
in Kentucky. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
decided in 2013 to imple¬ 
ment the new science 
requirements even 
though a legislative 
review subcommittee 
rejected them as “defi¬ 
cient.” 


Opponents have crit¬ 
icized the standards on 
several fronts, includ¬ 
ing that guidelines 
overemphasize global 
climate issues while 
ignoring other areas of 
science. But the Ken¬ 
tucky Board of Educa¬ 
tion has approved the 
standards twice, and 
they’ve been endorsed 
by numerous science 
groups. 

Legislative efforts to 
eliminate the science 
standards failed in the 
2014 General Assembly. 
Holliday has said previ¬ 
ously that he expected 
the rollout to occur this 
fall. 

Helm said it could 
take three to five years 
for students and teach¬ 
ers to become fully com¬ 
fortable with the stan¬ 
dards. 

The biggest difference 
that parents will notice, 
said Helm, the Fayette 
County science educator, 
is that students will be 
doing more active learn¬ 
ing, practicing their sci¬ 
ence knowledge versus 
“just learning science ... 
content.”

Businesses Are Reminded 
To File Annual Reports

A back-and-forth over 
the federal health care 
law Wednesday between 
U.S. Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
and Democrat nomi¬ 
nee Alison Lundergan 
Grimes made clear the 
pitfalls both sides fear 
when discussing the con¬ 
troversial topic. 

Grimes belatedly seized 
on remarks McConnell 
made May 23, when he 
said his repeated calls to 
repeal “Obamacare” were 
unrelated to the future 
of Kynect, the health 
care exchange Gov. Steve 
Beshear set up under the 
federal Affordable Care 
Act. 

When asked specifi¬ 
cally whether the state 
exchange, which more 
than 400,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians have used to sign up 
for Medicaid or private 
insurance, should be dis¬ 
mantled, McConnell sug¬ 
gested that Kynect could 
stand on its own if the 
federal law pushed by 
President Barack Obama 
was repealed. 

“I think that’s uncon¬ 
nected to my comments 
about the overall ques¬ 
tion,” McConnell said 
last week. 

Five days later, the 
Grimes campaign 

accused McConnell 

of trying to “destroy” 
Kynect. 

“Mitch McConnell has 
been in the fantasyland 
that is Washington for so 
long that he cannot tell 
the difference between 
fact and fiction,” Grimes’ 
senior adviser Jonathan 
Hurst said in a statement 
May 28. “McConnell has 
voted to destroy Kynect 
— and he has said he will 
do it again. In the U.S. 
Senate, Alison Lunder¬ 
gan Grimes will fix the 
law to ensure it is work¬ 
ing for all Kentuckians.” 

McConnell did not 
retreat from his stance, 
noting through aides 
that states were free to 
set up exchanges before 
the health care law, as 
Massachusetts and Utah 
did, and would be free 
to do so after repeal of 
the law 

“Despite the cancel¬ 
lation letters that were 
sent to tens of thousands 
of Kentuckians happy 
with their insurance, 
Kentucky did not need a 
mandate from Washing¬ 


ton to start an insurance 
market exchange, and it 
doesn’t need one to con¬ 
tinue operating it,” said 
Robert Steurer, a spokes¬ 
man for McConnell’s 
Senate office. 

Democrats and state 
officials belittled that 
reasoning, noting that 
federal subsidies for 
expanded Medicaid eli¬ 
gibility and for private 
insurance plans bought 
through Kynect would 
vanish if the law was 
repealed. 

“His claim about 
Kynect is disconnected 
from reality,” said U.S. 
Rep. John Yarmuth, 
D-Louisville. 

Jill Midkiff, spokes¬ 
woman for the Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services, said Wednes¬ 
day that the federal 
health care law provid¬ 
ed Kentucky with about 
$252 million to create 
Kynect. 

“Subsidies through 
the exchange to help 
cover the cost of private 
health insurance and the 
Medicaid expansion are 
both part of the ACA, 
and critical to the long¬ 
term health of our popu¬ 
lation and its access to 
affordable health care 
options,” Midkiff said. 

The health care law, 
however, is not an easy 
line of attack for Grimes, 
demonstrated by the 
length of time it took her 
campaign to comment. 

Grimes has remained 
vague when asked about 
how she would fix the law, 
and last week, she twice 
refused to tell the Asso¬ 
ciated Press whether she 
would have voted for the 
law. 

The Herald-Leader 
asked the Grimes cam¬ 
paign May 28 specifically 
how she would fix the 
law. In response, Grimes 
spokeswoman Charly 
Norton referred the paper 
to the answer the cam¬ 
paign gave to The Couri¬ 
er-Journal for its primary 
election voters’ guide. 

“Kentuckians deserve 
fair flexibility to insure

their families are not 
bankrupted by the lack 
of access to affordable 
health care,” Grimes told 
the newspaper. “However, 
the Affordable Care Act 
is not perfect; there are 
parts that need to be fixed. 
We must investigate 
and address the botched 
national roll-out, offer 
relief to small business¬ 
es, make sure individu¬ 
als can keep their current 
plans, and address afford¬ 
ability issues.” 

Although Grimes has 
been careful to avoid 
fully embracing the law, 
the McConnell campaign 
viewed Hurst’s response 
as an endorsement of 
“Obamacare.” 

“We applaud the deci¬ 
sion by Alison Lundergan 
Grimes to finally provide 
a full-throated defense of 
Obamacare after months 
of ducking, dodging and 
deceiving voters about 
her position,” said Allison 
Moore, McConnell’s cam¬ 
paign spokeswoman. “She 
joins every other Obama- 
Reid recruited candidate 
who assured voters of 
their efforts to ‘fix’ Obam¬ 
acare only to play party 
politics while plans are 
cancelled, premiums rise 
and jobs are lost.” 

While McConnell 
has sought to make the 
health care law a cen¬ 
tral part of his strategy 
to tie Grimes to Obama, 
who remains deeply 
unpopular in Kentucky, 
his campaign must also 
contend with polling that 
shows far more Kentuck¬ 
ians favor Kynect than 
“Obamacare.” 

An NBC News/Marist 
poll conducted earlier 
in May showed that 57 
percent of registered 
Kentucky voters have 
an unfavorable view of 
“Obamacare” but only 
22 percent held an unfa¬ 
vorable view of Kynect. 
Another 29 percent had 
a favorable opinion of 
Kynect, 29 percent had 
never heard of Kynect, 
and 21 percent were 
“unsure” how to rate the 
state program.

“In 2013, more than 67 
percent of annual report 
filings were completed 
online, saving both busi¬ 
nesses and the state 
time and money,” said 
Grimes. “In a matter of 
minutes, you can view 
your report, make any 
necessary changes and 
file it.” 

Entities may also file 
and pay in person or by 
U.S. mail. 

The filing requirement 
applies to the more than 
200,000 corporations, lim¬ 
ited liability companies, 
partnerships, limited 
liability partnerships, 
business trusts and pro¬ 
fessional service corpo¬ 
rations registered in the 


commonwealth. All en¬ 
tities have been sent re¬ 
minders by mail, and the 
nearly 120,000 that pro¬ 
vided e-mail addresses in 
previous years were also 
sent electronic remind¬ 
ers. 

Almost 112,000 enti¬ 
ties have already fulfilled 
the requirement for 2014, 
with approximately 67 
percent filing online. En¬ 
tities that fail to file their 
annual reports by July 
1 will be listed in bad 
standing with the office 
and receive a final 60-day 
notice. Failure to comply 
with the 60-day notice re¬ 
sults in administrative 
dissolution of the busi¬ 
ness entity or revocation 
of authority to do busi¬ 
ness in Kentucky.

Character defined 
by losing, winning 

The majority of us enjoy some type of competi¬ 
tion. When we compete, we try our best in order 
to win. Whether it’s golf, a game of cards, a board 
game or whatever, we play to win. Unless of course, 
we are playing against a child or grandchild, in 
which case it’s more fun to see them win. 

And when we lose, it’s best just to keep our heads 
up, congratulate the winner and move on looking 
forward to the next competition. 

However, if you are Steve Coburn, one of the 
co-owners of California Chrome, the fourth-place 
horse in Saturday’s Belmont Stakes, you call out 
the winning horse’s owner along with some of the 
other owners; you complain the rules were not fair 
even though they were followed; and you whine and 
complain, sounding like a complete idiot. 

For those of you not familiar with Steve Coburn 
or the circumstances leading up to the Belmont 
Stakes, the third leg of racing’s triple crown, here 
is some background. 

California Chrome, a horse that was bought for 
$10,000, won the Kentucky Derby Then two weeks later 
the colt won the Preakness, setting up a run at history 
and racing’s triple crown, a feat that hadn’t been ac¬ 
complished since Affirmed won all three races in 1978. 

Only 11 horses have won all three races for three- 
year-olds. It is a grueling test for a horse to accom¬ 
plish in a five-week period. That’s why it doesn’t 
happen often and why it’s such an amazing accom¬ 
plishment. That is also why if California Chrome 
had won this race, the $10,000 horse may have been 
worth $100,000,000. 

Coburn bought the horse hoping to make money. 
That’s how the game operates. Horse owners want 
to win races, but they mostly want to make money 
doing it. Not many of them would be in the business 
if not for the financial incentive. 

When a horse wins a race, the owner receives a 
nice pay check. When the horse wins a big race, like 
the Belmont Stakes, the winner receives $800,000. 
That’s why some owners and trainers point their 
horses toward one particular race in the triple 
crown and don’t try to run in all three. 

And that’s what Coburn doesn’t like. 

The three races, the Derby, Preakness and Bel¬ 
mont, were all established as single horse races at 
single tracks. Many dream of winning the Derby, 
just as they dream of winning one of the other big 
races so some owners train their horses just to win 
that one big race because the odds of winning all 
three are long. 

It is because of all that, Coburn’s horse was on 
the threshold of doing something remarkable. 

To his credit, he did complain about the rules 
before his horse lost. But once he said what he 
thought, he should have moved on and congratu¬ 
lated the winners. 

But that’s not Steve Coburn. Not only is he a sore 
loser, he’s also a sore winner. After winning the 
Kentucky Derby, he whined and complained about 
how he was treated at Churchill Downs. There’s no 
reason to think what he said wasn’t true, but there 
was little reason to publicly chastise the policies of 
Churchill Downs. 

And when he lost, he whined and complained 
even more about the fact that some horse owners 
did not allow their horses to participate in all three 
races. 

Now we know the real Steve Coburn, and he 
doesn’t know how to handle winning or losing. 

But we also know California Chrome is a cham¬ 
pion. His owner could take some lessons about hu¬ 
mility from the muscular chestnut colt.

Summer reading is important

Summertime is here, and pub¬ 
lic libraries across Kentucky are 
offering a wide variety of sum¬ 
mer reading activities for Ken¬ 
tucky families. Last year, 145,681 
children in the commonwealth 
participated, enjoying fun activi¬ 
ties, special programs, and the 
freedom to choose their own read¬ 
ing material. 

This long running annual pro¬ 
gram has demonstrated over the 
years that reading is a fun fam¬ 
ily activity that can help estab¬ 
lish a lifelong love of reading. 
But for those children who par¬ 
ticipate, there is an even greater 
benefit. 

Research has shown that chil¬ 
dren who don’t read or engage 
in enriching activities during the 
summer months suffer a phenom¬ 
enon called summer slide. Dur¬ 
ing the school year, middle-income 
and low-income children acquire 
reading skills at the same rate. 

Over the months of summer 
vacation, however, low-income 
children often lose skills while 
middle-income children steadily 


gain reading skills. 

The reading losses 
experienced by low- 
income students over 
the summer aren’t 
recovered during the 
school year. As these 
reading losses are 
cumulative from year 
to year, by sixth grade 
as much as 80 percent 
of the reading skills 
gap between children 
from low and middle- 
income families can 
be attributed to sum¬ 
mer slide. 

The public library is the perfect 
place to fight summer slide. Stud¬ 
ies demonstrate that regardless of 
other activities, the best predictor 
of reading skill loss or gain over 
the summer is whether or not a 
child reads. 

The theme for each library’s 
summer reading program is cho¬ 
sen locally, but many summer pro¬ 
grams this year are emphasizing 
literacy, science and STEM (sci¬ 
ence, technology, engineering and 
math) activities. 

Not only will youth have a great 


time, but those who 
read even as few as five 
books over the sum¬ 
mer will make clear 
gains in reading when 
returning to school in 
the fall. Children who 
spend approximately 
11 minutes per day 
reading over the sum¬ 
mer score in the 50th 
percentile in reading 
skills, while those 
who spend 38 minutes 
a day reading score in 
the 90th percentile. 
Participating in 
your library’s summer reading 
program can be a great, free fam¬ 
ily activity that provides many 
hours of enjoyment and lifelong 
memories while giving children 
an academic boost in the fall. 
Come to your library this summer 
to celebrate one of Kentucky’s 
great traditions — summer read¬ 
ing.

Summer nutrition is important

As Kentucky students 
break for summer vaca¬ 
tion, some look ahead 
to summer camp and 
family trips, while oth¬ 
ers wonder where their 
next good meal will 
come from. School dis¬ 
tricts and nonprofits 
struggle to find ways 
to assure Kentucky’s 
lowest income families 
can offer their children 
nutritious food during 
the summer. 

So it is ironic to read 
that Congress — our 
elected representatives 
— is battling to reduce or 
delay the nutrition stan¬ 
dards recently enacted. 
Yes, to reduce them, 
through a proposed waiv¬ 
er of the nutrition stan¬ 
dards enacted in 2010. 

This while Kentucky 
school districts have 
stepped up to the plate 
to answer Kentucky 
requests for healthier 
meals — taking advan¬ 
tage of farm-to-school 
opportunities, experi¬ 
menting with edible 
schoolyard programs, 
and introducing chil¬ 
dren to fresh fruits and 
vegetables they may 
never before have seen 
or tasted. 

This while the Foun¬ 
dation for a Healthy Ken¬ 
tucky’s polling data tell 
us adults want healthi¬ 
er foods in the schools. 
Our most recent Parent 
Poll showed that 88 per¬ 
cent of parents believe 


it is impor¬ 
tant that 
the meals 
served in 
their child’s 
school or 
daycare meet 
a minimum 
standard 
for nutri¬ 
tional value. 
Despite 
the impor¬ 
tance par¬ 
ents placed 
on nutri¬ 
tious meals, 
less than one in four 
described the meals at 
their children’s school or 
daycare as “very nutri¬ 
tious.” 

And the 2014 Ken¬ 
tucky Health Issues 
Poll (KHIP) — which 
reaches adults through¬ 
out the commonwealth 
— affirms this view is 
broadly held. When 
asked specifically about 
the recently adopted 
USD A school nutrition 
standards, more than 
three-quarters of adults 
(78 percent) favored the 
new USDA standards for 
meals served to students. 
In KHIP polls since 2009, 
adults see childhood 
obesity as a problem — 
about half as a serious 
problem, another third 
as a problem, but per¬ 
haps not as serious. 

In Kentucky, the Data 
Resource Center for 
Child and Adolescent 
Health showed that in 
2011-2012, 35.7 percent of 
Kentucky children were 
considered overweight 


or obese. 
Sadly, chil¬ 
dren living 
in poverty 
are at higher 
risk of obe¬ 
sity, since 
their diet is 
less likely to 
include the 
nourishing 
fruits, veg¬ 
etables and 
protein they 
need, and 
more likely 
to be heavy 
on sugar, fats and salt. 

Kentucky was a leader 
in removing junk food 
from school vending 
machines. We are known 
nationally for innova¬ 
tive efforts (such as the 
Lexington-based “Better 
Bites” program) to offer 
healthy foods at parks 
and recreational sites not 
known for their nutri¬ 
tious offerings. “Healthy 
in a Hurry”-style efforts 
to transform local cor¬ 
ner markets in cities and 
smaller towns, to offer 
fresh seasonal produce, 
and the growth of local 
farmers markets under¬ 
score our desire to grap¬ 
ple with the challenges 
of obesity in our schools 
and communities. 


The reason for the 
waiver — to accommo¬ 
date schools struggling 
to make needed dietary 
changes — might be 
more compelling if the 
major voice for the waiv¬ 
er — as USA Today noted 
in their recent (May 29) 
editorial — were not the 
“School Nutrition Asso¬ 
ciation,” a trade group 
of school food officials 
backed by such food 
companies as Coca Cola, 
Domino’s Pizza and Pep¬ 
siCo. Interestingly, USA 
Today also noted 19 of 
the association’s former 
presidents have called 
on Congress to reject the 
waiver. 

We add our voice to 
this call.”

What could we do with $100 million? 

And by “we,” we the editorial board mean we the 
people of Kentucky. 

We could repair a lot of roads, and anyone who has 
driven across the commonwealth knows how badly 
we need to do that. In fact, drive anywhere in the 
country and you will see just as many roads under 
construction. 

We could give it all to the Kentucky Retirement 
Systems, which is both woefully underfunded and 
highly depended on by former and current state 
employees (and others). 

We could disburse it to the state’s public colleges 
and school systems, all having received less from 
the state in recent years and desperately in need of 
funds. 

We, the editorial board, ask this question of 
what to do with $100 million, not just because we, 
the citizens of the commonwealth, could use such a 
windfall. 

We ask it because it is possible Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell and Alison Lundergan Grimes, the two candi¬ 
dates who wish to represent us in Washington, D.C., 
are involved in a race that will spend that collective 
amount before the November election. 

Notice we didn’t say McConnell and Grimes will 
raise $100 million. They will likely raise $60-70 mil¬ 
lion. The remainder will come from the national 
party coffers, PACS and super PACS. 

We understand from those who follow such things 
that our race in Kentucky will not only be the most 
expensive 2014 campaign, but the most expensive 
Senate campaign ever. Yes, ever. 

The current record on spending, $82 million, was 
set just two years ago when Democrat Elizabeth War¬ 
ren defeated incumbent Republican Sen. Scott Brown 
in Massachusetts. 

Prior to that, $70 million was spent on the race 
that elected Hillary Rodham Clinton to her New York 
Senate seat. Clinton garnered 55 percent of the vote 


against Rick Lazio in 2000. 

McConnell, as minority leader, is working fever¬ 
ishly to help his party gain control. Because of that 
goal, he can raise as much as he needs. 

Grimes, Kentucky’s secretary of state, is running 
against perhaps the most brazen and determined 
member of the Senate. Because of that, she can raise 
as much as she needs. 

Control of the Senate is at stake. The money will 
freely flow because of that. 

There also is a distinct contrast in candidates for 
donors to associate with. 

McConnell has been in the Senate 30 years. Grimes 
is 35 years old. 

McConnell is a Washington power broker. Grimes 
is a newcomer. 

McConnell is against anything President Obama 
is in favor of. 

Grimes will distance herself from many of 
Obama’s policies. 

On his blog, veteran Washington reporter David 
Hawkings points out something else at stake — 
should Grimes unseat McConnell, he would become 
the first senator since the mid-’70s to spend eight 
years as minority floor leader without ever becoming 
majority floor leader. 

So, there is much more on the line than just rep¬ 
resenting us in the Senate. There are things at stake 
that make it possible this race will be the first to top 
$100 million in spending. 

Election day is Nov. 4, thus we must suffer through 
five more months of political ads to convince us 
which way to vote. 

As of May 20, there were 3,105,349 registered vot¬ 
ers in Kentucky. 

Let’s suffer through together, and think of how we 
could have spent $100 million.

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It’s great that Republican Senate Leader Mitch 
McConnell wants to debate his Democratic challeng¬ 
er, Kentucky Secretary of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes. 

We applaud him. 

Just as noteworthy is McConnell’s rationale for 
wanting to hold all three of his proposed debates by 
“around Labor Day.” 

That schedule, McConnell wrote to Grimes, would 
allow them “to present our views before Kentuckians 
are inundated with advertising” — as if the impend¬ 
ing flood of negativity and distortion is some kind of 
unavoidable natural disaster over which McConnell 
has no control. 

In point of fact, few have done more than McCon¬ 
nell to unleash the tsunami of unlimited and secret 
political giving that is turning our elections and 
Congress into giant sewers of special-interest money. 

Political reporters are saying that Grimes v. McCo¬ 
nnell will be the most expensive U.S. Senate race in 
history with $100 million, much of it from murky 
outside groups, unloaded on unsuspecting Kentuck¬ 
ians 

McConnell’s arguments before the U.S. Supreme 
Court, including his mantra that speech is money, 
have held sway with five of the nine justices and 
helped demolish long-standing limits on money in 
politics, dating back to Theodore Roosevelt. 

Interestingly, the McConnell camp’s first general 
election jab at Grimes is a super PAC’s commercial 
criticizing her support from “Hollywood’s most lib¬ 
eral political activists.” 

Raising questions about a candidate’s supporters 


is fair game; voters should consider to whom their 
representatives will feel beholden. 

But under the anything-goes campaign finance 
championed by McConnell, voters are being kept 
in the dark about who is pulling whose strings. Bil¬ 
lionaires, corporations and unions have been freed 
to legally conceal contributions through non-profits 
and committees. 

Notably, McConnell has opposed strengthening 
campaign finance disclosure requirements. 

If he is serious about the inundation, he should 
take Grimes up on her offer to ask outside groups to 
stay out of Kentucky’s Senate election. 

There would still be plenty of money for the 
campaigns to get their messages out. In Mas¬ 
sachusetts in 2012, candidates Elizabeth Warren 
and Scott Brown agreed to what they called “The 
People’s Promise,” calling on outside groups to 
stay out and still set the record for spending in a 
Senate race. 

In his letter to Grimes seeking debates this sum¬ 
mer, McConnell said, “Kentucky voters will get their 
fill of campaign ads and scripted events this year but 
three Lincoln-Douglas style debates will provide an 
excellent format to evaluate our true views on the 
issues.” 

We fear that what McConnell really means is: 
“Let’s dispense with the substance early, so the run¬ 
up to the election, when people are really paying 
attention, can be a super mud storm.”

get insurance, they feel 
like they deserve health¬ 
care. When they deserve 
health care, and there’s 
nobody else they can see, 
they come to us.” 

But some hospitals 
say many patients are 
going to the ER for ail¬ 
ments that are not emer¬ 
gencies, Laura Ungar 
reports for The Courier- 
Journal. Lewis Perkins, 
vice president of patient 
care and chief nursing 
officer at Louisville’s 
Norton Hospital, said 
the emergency room is 


seeing 100 more patients 
per month, an increase 
of 12 percent. “We’re see¬ 
ing patients who prob¬ 
ably should be seen at 
our (immediate-care 
centers),” he told Ungar. 
“And we’re seeing this 
across the system.” 

ER visits at the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville 
Hospital are up 18 per¬ 
cent, while Dr Ryan 
Stanton of Lexington, 
president of the Ken¬ 
tucky chapter of the ER 
physicians’ group, said 
ER services are up 7.5 
percent in that city. He 
told Ungar, “It’s a perfect 


storm here. We’ve given 
people an ATM card in a 
town with no ATMs.” 

Phil Galewitz of Kai¬ 
ser Health News reports 
that a study in Massa¬ 
chusetts following its 
Obamacare-like expan¬ 
sion showed an initial 
surge in ER use followed 
by a decline over several 
years. Hospital officials 
around the country told 
him that the biggest 
impact of the expan¬ 
sion of Medicaid is that 
patients can now go to 
a primary-care doctor 
instead of the emergen¬ 
cy room for routine care.

to study the viability of 
growing industrial hemp 
in Kentucky. 

Hemp is listed as a 
controlled substance 
and banned because of 
its relation to marijua¬ 
na. However, it contains 
negligible amounts of 
THC, the substance that 
gives marijuana users 
their high. Additional¬ 
ly, hemp can be used in 
everything from food to 
cosmetics. The research 
was legalized with the 
passage of the federal 
farm bill. 

Plans originally called 
for McCubbin, who is 
Sen. Rand Paul’s deputy 
state director, Jeff Davis 
and former state senator 
Joey Pendleton, who’s 
running for Hopkinsville 
mayor, to plant three 
2-acre plots each. Howev¬ 
er, seeds were in limited 
supply. 


It took a federal law¬ 
suit filed by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture 
to force the release of 
250 pounds of hemp 
seed planned for the 
state’s research plots. 
The department sued 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration and 
other federal agencies 
involved after the seeds 
were seized in May from 
a UPS facility in Louis¬ 
ville. 

“The original plan 
was to head to (McCub- 
bin’s farm) and shovel 
some nutritious llama 
manure to fertilize the 
ground for our organ¬ 
ic hemp crop,” Moyer 
wrote on the Web site 
of Kentucky for Hemp, 
a pro-hemp lobbying 
group. “But once again 
it seemed like the uni¬ 
verse was working on 
its own schedule, and 
we were just along for 
the ride. The seeds were 


there, the ground was 
plowed, disked, and pul¬ 
verized, and rain was 
on its way. It was the 
perfect scenario, and we 
couldn’t help but take 
the leap.” 

Pendleton, who cham¬ 
pioned hemp farming as 
a state senator, still has 
not planted. A depart¬ 
ment of agriculture 
spokesman said that, as 
of May 30, McCubbin’s 
permit, which required 
a background check and 
a signed memorandum 
of understanding, was 
the only one approved. 
The spokesman said he 
could not comment on 
the other two Christian 
County farmers. 

The hemp is expect¬ 
ed to take 12 weeks to 
mature. Moyer said peo¬ 
ple will be invited to the 
farms once the hemp is 
large enough to be har¬ 
vested in late August to 
early September.

Stream smallmouth fishing season in full bloom

The stream smallmouth fishing season is in full 
bloom. 

A late spring following a brutally cold winter 
caused some hit and miss stream smallmouth fishing 
this past spring. With the warm winds of June now 
here, stream smallmouth are settling into their sum¬ 
mer patterns with water temperatures stabilizing in 
the mid 70s. 

Years of perfect flow conditions for reproduction 
bequeathed a quality cohort of smallmouth bass 14 
inches and longer in Kentucky streams. 

“We saw good numbers of 14-, 15- and 16-inch 
smallmouth this spring in our Elkhorn Creek popula¬ 
tion sampling,” said Jeff Crosby, central fisheries dis¬ 
trict biologist for the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “We saw fish up to 18 inches 
and the overall catch rate was the highest since the 
mid-2000s.” 

Those who love to catch stream smallmouth bass 
are blessed to live in Kentucky. Many flowing ribbons 
of smallmouth water course through our state. If a 
local stream has a rocky bottom, pools and riffles and 
water at least waist deep in some holes, it likely holds 
smallmouths. You can jump across many productive 
smallmouth streams in Kentucky in spots. Most get 
little fishing pressure. 

Stream smallmouth fishing boils the pursuit down 
to its essence and that is the beauty of it. No electron¬ 
ic sonar units, GPS maps nor expensive boats needed. 
Just a handful of lures, a light to medium-light power 
spinning outfit spooled with 6-pound line and an abil¬ 
ity to read flowing water is all you need. Choose a rod 
with a forgiving tip and a strong butt section. Noodle 
rods don’t cut it for stream smallmouth. 


Kentucky Afield 


Wading is a cheap and highly productive way to 
fish these streams. Wading boots or a worn out pair 
of hiking boots protect the feet while wading. Avoid 
open-toe sandals or flip flops as your feet need a buf¬ 
fer from sharp rocks, glass or pieces of barbed wire 
deposited in the stream bed during the last flood. 

Stream smallmouth bass reside in three main plac¬ 
es in summer: the flowing areas upstream and down¬ 
stream of a riffle and in the flowing shoals. The tran¬ 
quil areas in deep holes hold fish at rest, not those 
actively feeding. 

The seam water where fast water meets slow just 
downstream of a riffle is one of the highest percent¬ 
age spots to try in summer. Smallmouth bass will 
hang behind a rock, log or undercut bank near these 
spots and scarf any disoriented baitfish, crawfish or 
sculpin that comes tumbling downstream. 

Work a black 4-inch finesse worm in this seam 
water by simply letting the current move the worm. 
Use enough weight so the worm gently strikes bottom 
occasionally. A 1/8-ounce leadhead is a good start, 
but switch to a 1/16-ounce if the current isn’t moving 
the worm and imparting a natural presentation. 

A smoke-colored 3-inch curly-tailed grub worked 
in the same fashion draws strikes as well as Beaver- 
style creature baits in the green pumpkin color. 
After working the seam water below the riffle, wade 
upstream above the riffle and cast these lures. 
Current breaks created by rocks, logs and stumps 
should be probed as well as any small pocket holes. 

Flowing shoals pocked with rocks, cracks in the 
bottom and scour holes hold stream smallmouth all 


Bird season dates set; dove season lengthened

The Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commission Fri¬ 
day recommended 2014-2015 early migratory bird 
season dates and a lengthening of the dove seasons. 
All recommendations must be approved by legisla¬ 
tors before they become law. 

Proposed early migratory bird seasons for 2014- 
2015 include: 

Mourning Dove: Sept. 1 - Oct. 26; Nov. 27 - Dec. 7; 
Dec. 20, 2014 - Jan. 11, 2015 

September Canada Goose: Sept. 1-15 
Wood Duck and Teal: Sept. 17 - 21 
American Woodcock: Nov. 1 - Dec. 15 
Virginia and Sora Rail, Common Moorhen and 
Purple Gallinule: Sept. 1 - Nov. 9 

Common Snipe: Sept. 17 - Oct. 26; Nov. 27, 2014 - 
Feb. 1, 2015 

Sandhill Crane: Dec. 13, 2014 - Jan. 11, 2015 
Other recommendations approved by commis¬ 
sioners at their quarterly meeting included: An 
additional 20 days of dove season for 2014-2015; daily 
bag limit for the September Canada goose season 
increased from three to five birds; and daily bag limit 
for teal increased from four to six birds during the 
combined wood duck and teal season, according to a 
state news release. 

In other wildlife-related business, the commission 
proposed several changes for the 2015 wild turkey 
seasons. These include allowing hunters to use .410- 
gauge shotguns during any open turkey season, a 
smaller gauge that is friendlier for youth than is cur¬ 
rently allowed. 

Commission members also voted to allow archery 
and crossbow hunters to take four bird fall turkey 
season bag limit during any fall season for turkeys, 
beginning in 2015. Currently, archery and crossbow 
turkey hunters must take two of their four bird fall 
season bag limit during the fall firearm turkey season. 

In trapping-related business, the commission rec¬ 
ommended removing the 10-foot spacing require¬ 
ment for traps on private land. The 10-foot spacing 
requirement remains on public land. 

They also recommended restricting the use of 
body-gripping traps on lands owned or managed by 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife to 110-type traps for land 
sets. They also proposed establishing a standard 


means of registering trappers on wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas (WMAs) to avoid user conflicts. Trappers 
are exempt from hunter orange clothing require¬ 
ments. 

Upon receipt of the tag, CITES tags must be imme¬ 
diately attached to bobcats or river otters. These two 
species must be telechecked before leaving Kentucky. 
These regulations begin in March 2015. 

For the fall 2014 seasons, the new 804-acre Sinking 
Valley WMA in eastern Pulaski County will be open 
under statewide regulations for all hunting and trap¬ 
ping seasons except for deer. 

For deer, the WMA will be open for youth fire¬ 
arms, bow and crossbow seasons only. 

Finally, the commission voted to prohibit the 
harvest of alligator gar statewide, including by bow¬ 
fishing. The department will also implement a free 
online paddlefish harvest permit system in order to 
gauge the population status of this species. These 
regulations will go into effect March 1, 2015.

summer long. Shoals with a good undercut bank run¬ 
ning along one or both sides of the stream is all the 
better. Rapala-style floating/diving crankbaits are 
deadly in flowing shoals. 

Work them with a steady retrieve or with an 
aggressive pause and jerk. In low water, a gentle 
twitch followed by a long pause works best. This lure 
draws them out from behind in-stream rocks and 
undercut banks. 

Topwaters worked along undercut banks in flow¬ 
ing shoals make the most exciting stream small¬ 
mouth fishing. The Rapala-style lures work well in 
this situation, but chuggers and the cigar-shaped 
lures designed for the walk-the-dog retrieve work bet¬ 
ter. Yellow and red colored deer hair poppers cast on a 
fly rod along these banks also brings great sport. 

Wade with stealth in the low and clear conditions 
of summer. Wear drab clothing and move slowly. 
Don’t create pressure waves from your body moving 
through the water too quickly as these can spook 
smallmouths. Slide your feet along the bottom to 
avoid lifting rocks with your toe that might slam the 
bottom when you wade.

MICKELSON TURNS 
FOCUS TO PINEHURST 

LEFTY LOOKS TO COMPLETE CAREER SLAM 


T here are dueling storylines heading into the 2014 U.S. Open: 
How will historic Pinehurst No. 2 play after the restoration by 
architects Ben Crenshaw and Bill Coore in 2011? And can Phil 
Mickelson finally win his most elusive major? 

Lefty has been U.S. Open runner-up a record six times. That Mick¬ 
elson was questioned by the FBI in an in¬ 
sider trading case only casts more doubts 
about whether Lefty can overcome adver¬ 
sity to win, and the fact that he hasn’t 
posted a top 10 since August calls his 
readiness into question. Then again, Mick¬ 
elson has a history of confounding expec¬ 
tations, as he did at the 2013 British Open, 
where he won the major no one thought he 
would ever win. 

The legendary Donald Ross course in the 
North Carolina Sandhills region was the 
site of Mickelson’s first U.S. Open runner- 
up finish, in 1999. The circumstances both 
before and after were unforgettable. Mick¬ 
elson’s wife, Amy, was due to give birth to the couple’s first child 
during the week. As a result, Mickelson carried a beeper during the 
championship and made it clear that if it sounded, he would leave to 
be at Amy’s side, regardless of where he stood in the championship. 
As it turned out, the beeper never went off, and Mickelson missed an 
18-foot birdie putt on the 72nd green that would have produced a 
tie. Payne Stewart then made a 15-footer for par to win the champi¬ 
onship and famously cradled Mickelson’s face in his hands, saying, 
“You’re going to be a father, and there’s nothing greater in the world. 
You and Amy are going to make wonderful parents.” 


The next morning, the Mickelsons welcomed their first child. 

For Mickelson, there could be no better place than Pinehurst to crack 
the U.S. Open barrier and complete a career slam. “It would mean a 
lot to me to have it take place in that setting,” he said. “That close call 
there, when my good friend Payne Stewart made that putt and said 
those emotional things to me, to come back 
and possibly win my first U.S. Open there, I 
don’t even know how to say how important 
that would be.” 

Last year, Justin Rose’s victory was the 
first by an Englishman at the U.S. Open 
since Tony Jacklin captured the title in 
1970. Expect a similarly historic outcome 
this year. Great champions respond to the 
challenge of major events, and great 
courses like Pinehurst No. 2 bring out the 
best in the best players. 

HISTORIC FORTNIGHT The back-to-back U.S. 
Opens scheduled on Pinehurst Resort’s 
famed No. 2 course have the golf world fixated on the North Car¬ 
olina Sandhills for next two weeks. The U.S. Women’s Open, which 
comes right on the heels of the men’s, should garner more interest 
than usual. Many players have already expressed concern about 
course conditions after the men are done with it. How many fans will 
attend both tournaments? Will corporate chalets be empty in week 
two? Bad weather — afternoon storms are a staple in the region — 
could derail the whole schedule altogether. How it all plays out will 
determine if the back-to-back format ever returns. But it is well 
worth the try.

The No. 2 course, which will play host to 
the U.S. Open for the third time, was com¬ 
pleted in 1 907 and designed by legendary 
architect Donald Ross, who made his home 
at Pinehurst and was associated with the 
property for some 50 years.... Although 
it didn’t host a U.S. Open until 1 999, 
Pinehurst was the site of significant golf 
for many years. The North and South Open 
began in 1 902 and was played through 
1951. Denny Shute won the 1936 PGA 
Championship at Pinehurst. The U.S. won 
the Ryder Cup at Pinehurst in 1951, and 
the Tour Championship was held at Pine¬ 
hurst in 1991 and 1 992.... Payne Stew¬ 
art won the '99 Open at Pinehurst and 
Michael Campbell was the winner in 2005.

Two-time Masters 
champion Ben Crenshaw and design partner 
Bill Coore completed a year-long renovation 
of Pinehurst No. 2 in 2011 that was meant to 
bring the course more in line with Ross’ 
original design.... No. 2 will play to 7,562 
yards, with a par of 70. Four par 4s will play 
longer than 500 yards.... Players are rel¬ 
ishing the opportunity to attack a course 
that will lack traditional Open rough. “Pine¬ 
hurst is an iron-shot golf course, a second- 
shot golf course,” said 2010 champ Graeme 
McDowell. “It’s all about iron shots, and I 
love that you get an opportunity to go at it.”

How Old Is Too Old for Colonoscopy? 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 75-plus-year- 
old female in excellent health. My doc¬ 
tor’s comment on my most recent annual 
physical results was: “Great results on all 
tests. Excellent report.” My question: Is it 
necessary to have another colonoscopy at 
my age and with my good health? 

My mother died of colon/rectal cancer 
at age 85 in 2002, and all family mem¬ 
bers were advised to have this procedure. 
My initial results were two or three pol¬ 
yps removed that were not the type that 
would recur and were not cancerous. The 
recommended follow-up was five years. 
That exam showed no polyps and no rec¬ 
ommendation for future follow-up. 

My previous doctor has retired, and 
I just received a letter from his replace¬ 
ment that I am due for another procedure. 
I am not inclined to do this at my age, 
and considering the “all clear” reports of 
the previous exams and my general good 
health. I would appreciate your thoughts 
and recommendation. - B. J.M. 

ANSWER: The odds are low that the 
colonoscopy would find something there, 
but there is still a small chance, especially 
with your mother having had colon can- 


operate on this - orthopedist or neurolo¬ 
gist? -J.W 

ANSWER: I would be very slow to rec¬ 
ommend surgery on the neck at age 92. 
I would try other treatments, including 
medication, physical therapy and possi¬ 
bly injection, before considering surgery 

Balance problems may benefit from 
problem-specific exercises. A neurologist 
may be very helpful in evaluating wheth¬ 
er the symptoms are indeed coming from 
the spinal stenosis, because balance prob¬ 
lems can have many different causes. 

If symptoms were intolerable despite 
everything that could be done short of 
surgery, I would find the most experi¬ 
enced surgeon around, which could be 
either a neurosurgeon or an orthopedic 
surgeon.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have been read¬ 
ing your articles regarding gout and blood 
pressure medications. I suffer from pseu¬ 
dogout and take Diovan/HCTZ. Would 
changing this medication have any effect 
on my condition? -- E.S. 

ANSWER: Pseudogout (literally, “false 
gout”) looks a lot like gout, and both dis¬ 
eases are caused by deposition of crystals 
inside joints. In gout the crystal is uric 
acid, whereas in pseudogout, the crystal 
is calcium pyrophosphate. Pseudogout 
tends to affect larger joints, such as the 
knees, whereas the big toe is the clas¬ 
sic place for gout. Hydrochlorothiazide 
(HCTZ), a common diuretic, can make 
gout worse, but should have no effect on 
pseudogout.
